Leura 
Gardens Festival is a great example - it takes place each October 
and showcases up to 1 0 of Leura’s outstanding private gardens. 

Gardening is a thoroughly pleasurable pursuit and often the best 
approach is to simply have a go and see what works. You’ll quickly 
get a sense of the quality of the soil, which plants grow best and how 
much mulching and pruning is required. Enjoy!

Blue Mountains 

Local Heritage 

Blue Mountains City Council is continuing its efforts to support the 
restoration of local heritage properties and invites applications for the 
201 5-1 6 Local Heritage Places Fund Grant to assist owners of heritage 
listed places to carry out sympathetic repairs or restorations. 

This year's Local Heritage Places Fund will target facade restoration works 
for heritage listed buildings or buildings of heritage significance along 
Katoomba Street however other properties of significance within the 
Central Katoomba Urban Conservation Area may be considered. 

Support Community 

Registered clubs in the Blue Mountains are helping their local community 
with over $32,000 worth of funding to support 16 priority projects in the 
Blue Mountains. 

This year, three local clubs, Springwood Sports Club, Glenbrook 
Panthers and Katoomba RSL were involved in the ClubGRANTS scheme. 

The event took place at Springwood Sports Club where club 
representatives presented the successful organisations with the grants 
funding, enabling them to deliver these important projects. 

Support from Springwood Sports Club will assist in affordable speech 
pathology testing and therapy for children including those with special 
needs. 

Glenbrook Panthers ClubGRANTS projects include a music therapy 
program to deliver a community music engagement program for older 


Australians and urgently needed repairs to a creative space used by many 
members of the community. 

Katoomba RSL grants include a kitchen program for children and 
families to prepare, share and learn about food, an art exhibition featuring 
the works of people with disabilities and assistance for families who have 
a child undergoing treatment for childhood heart disease. 

Youth Empowered 

Blue Mountains Youth Councillors are now further empowered to inspire 
and support our local youth following their attendance at the 201 5 NSW 
Youth Council Conference recently. 

Hosted by the Eurobodalla Youth Committee, the successful conference 
was attended by 1 30 young people from various rural and city councils 
in NSW - all set on the stunning coast of the Bateman's Bay region. Youth 
listened to inspirational guest speakers and discussed the needs of young 
people in their own communities. The theme for the conference was 
'Create, Collaborate, Change'. 

Seven Blue Mountains conference delegates - Lem Appel, Grace Faulder, 
Joey Jones-Romeo, Ruby Moria, Paul Mukhin, Sasha Titovs, and Brodie 
Wylde - developed their capacity to facilitate change in their communities; 
listened to the experiences of others already making changes, learned how 
to start community projects, and increased their knowledge about available 
resources. 

These Youth Councillors will now share their knowledge with the other 
Blue Mountains Youth Councillors to enable the success of their future 
projects, with a focus on the local environment, social justice issues, and 
public art. 

Blue Mountains Youth Councillor and conference delegate, Brodie Wylde, 
said, "An important part of working with our local youth is to create a sense 
of belonging, feel supported, feel safe and have fun together. 

We are setting up practical and inclusive ways to do this so that we can all 
get together, do great activities, plus introduce improvements for the youth 
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of the Blue Mountains" 

Mayor, Cr Mark Greenhill, said, "I am excited and encouraged by the 
energy and vision of the new Blue Mountains Youth Council. 

I have no doubt their efforts will build on their predecessors and create 
positive change for young people in our City." 

Master Plan 

Blue Mountains City Council has begun the community consultation 
phase of the Blackheath town centre master planning process and is 
inviting the community to get involved. 

Master plans are an important component in setting a suitable planning 
framework for the look, feel, vitality, viability, sustainability and accessibility 
of towns and villages in the City.

Bathurst Regional Council's $5 million Manganese Removal Project at 
the Water Filtration Plant has been completed. 

Mayor of Bathurst Cr Gary Rush said the project will result in 
improved water quality for the city's residents. 

"The project is the biggest capital works program at the plant in 20 
years and is designed to remove the manganese at the Water Filtration 
Plant before the water is released into the network." 

"The project has been four years in the making, and construction 
officially started on site one year ago, during Local Government 
Week. We have installed state-of-the art technology to treat the city's 
naturally manganese-rich water supply and prevent further manganese 
from entering the water network." 

Local engineering firm Eodo Pty Ltd completed the work on behalf 
of Council. 

Hawkesbury 

Bright Idea 

Hawkesbury City Council has joined forces with eight other Western 
Sydney councils to reduce energy costs and consumption by replacing 
old and inefficient street lights as part of the largest street lighting 
replacement project ever conducted in NSW. 

The Light Years Ahead project is coordinated by the Western Sydney 
Regional Organisation of Councils (WSROC) which has brought together 
nine of their member councils to participate. 

Approximately 13,000 street lights will be replaced with LED lighting in 
the nine local government areas of Hawkesbury, Parramatta, Blacktown, 
Blue Mountains, Fairfield, The Hills, Holroyd, Liverpool and Penrith. 

Inefficient, old mercury vapour lights will be removed and new energy 
efficient LED lights installed. LEDs are cheaper and more sustainable 
to run and its estimated councils will save $21 million over 20 years at 
current electricity prices.

Artist Statement : Leo Robba 

It is my belief that, individually we spend our lives searching for some kind of meaning, 
whether it is from within our relationships, or from faith, or from art. Ultimately, in the 
end, this search for meaning brings us to the two words that are inextricably bound, life 
and death. 

Gallipoli, it's history, its present and its future, are of life and death. 

More and more artists are asked to write about their work and for many of us it is 
difficult to express what we do, how we feel and the way we work without sounding 
melodramatic, trite or pretentious. Words like 'place' and 'connection' are easy too write 
by when confronted by 'this place ... Gallipoli', everything just fell away. 

I felt terribly insignificant and I wondered about my right to even be there. 

On a personal level the experience of travelling to Turkey and Gallipoli and the 
opportunity to paint such a place is something I will never forget. 

My cigarette tin paintings are my attempt to grapple with the history and the harsh 
realities of war and to link the memorial gardens and Gallipoli's landscape of today with 
those who died. Small artefacts from the past containing depictions of the now verdant 
landscape, of blood and bone of the fallen.

H illbilly Cider is fast becoming an iconic brand in the Hawkesbury 
and Blue Mountains regions but owners Shane and Tessa 
McLaughlin say it almost happened by accident. When they 
moved to Bilpin in 2007, it was the country lifestyle that attracted 
them. But having already established and managed the family 
vineyard in Nyngan, Shane began playing around with making batches 
of apple cider. "When we moved out here we weren't thinking cider," 


Shane explains but the apples were surrounding them and it was as if 
it was meant to be. Soon he was digging out a cellar under the house 
(by hand!). "Shane had test ferments going all over the house"Tessa 
explains and before they knew it, Shane and Tessa were developing the 
cider and building relationships with local apple growers.

Even the critics seem to like it, awarding Hillbilly Pear Cider the 201 4 
Australian Cider 'Best in class' silver for the Hillbilly Apple Cider and many 
other awards over the years. 

Shane has spent time in the UK and France, travelling around to 
see what other cider makers were doing and to learn the history and 
tradition behind the popular drink. "I wanted to get a bit of historical 
knowledge," he says. "When you visit other producers I believe that it's 
very important to take little bits and pieces and then give it your own flare 
and personality, not just emulate what they're doing." Australian ciders 
are very different to the European variety, Shane discovered and having 
worked to perfect his own hand crafted cider, the Hillbilly fermentation 
process takes around 6 weeks. "Every batch is different," he explains. 
"Especially with the pears. I had a pear cider that took 91 days to ferment. 
It just shows that when you are working with fresh fruit you need to 
work differently with each batch and nurture it through as opposed to 
commercial makers who have a set process which is usually 6 days." 

Farming has been in Shane's family since his great grandfather began 



growing wheat in the 1 880s on the family's 30,000 acre sheep station in 
Nyngan. Growing up on the property, Shane worked on the farm until age 
26 when he came home with a grand, new idea for the farm. "Agriculture 
was struggling because of the drought, so we needed to diversify," he 
explains. Shane and his family began planting a vineyard and in 1 997, 
Canonbah Bridge Wines was launched. The family label is now sold all 
over the world and though his dad primarily cares for the vineyard these 
days, the McLaughlins are regularly at the farm, especially during pruning 
and harvest times. 

These days the McLaughlins have two daughters; 5 year old Leander 
and Cleo who is 4. The family spends most weekends travelling to markets 
where the girls often set up their own stall, selling their lovingly made 
paintings. Leander is proud that she now has her own cash register and 
the budding artist recently sold a piece to winner of the 2013 Packing 


Room Prize, Mathew Lynn! It seems she has inherited some of the 
charisma which has fuelled the success of her parents' business. It is 
this charisma which draws them to markets all over the region, where 
they are able to get to know their customers. And locals are clearly 
proud of the range. Shane and Tessa remember a lady visiting their stall 
at the Glenbrook Markets to buy some cider for her family's Christmas 
celebrations. "I'm taking this to Mosman to show all my relatives how 
good we are in the mountains!"she told them. Another customer 
contacted Shane and Tessa and explained that her father, an avid Hillbilly 
Cider fan, was turning 80 and she wanted to be able to give him a box full 
of Hillbilly Cider and products. 

Hillbilly Cider is proud of its mountain locality and features fruit from 
the Bilpin area. "We're really excited to be using the 'Julie' apple, which 
was discovered by Bill Shields/'Tessa explains. Found by accident, the Julie 
(named after Bill's wife) was a cross pollination found growing outside his 
shed. "It was a chance seedling/'Shane explains, which probably began 
as a core thrown out a passer-by's car window. "There was a 1 in 1 00,000 
chance that it was edible." Bill cultivated the plant and its fruit turned out 
to be a beautiful red apple variety whose closest relative is the Fuji. "It's 
the sweetest apple around by a long way," Shane says. "It's a mid-season, 
so it's high in sugar because it was created in Bilpin, so is suited to the 
climate."The couple's latest release is a limited edition Vintage 2014 cider 
made purely from two Bilpin orchards; Tadrosse Orchard and Shields 
Orchard. "It's made from a small batch of apples right at the end of the 
201 4 season and double fermented in French oak,"Tessa says. 

As well as being a celebration of people and the area. Hillbilly Cider is 
proud of being completely natural, a value which Shane sees as being 
important these days. "People care about the provenance of what they 
eat and the values of the companies they buy from," he says. "Our cider is 
the opposite of a big company mass produced product and that's what 
appeals to our Hillbilly fans!" 

This celebration of natural and original continues in their home, built 
by local resident Peter Shaw, which was constructed back in the days 
when aged, discarded materials could be swapped for a carton of beer 
or $30 here and there. 'Yarabee' features sandstone blocks from an 
old wing of the RPA, beams from the convict built Goldsbrough Mort 
Woolstore, a huge fireplace which used to serve as a blacksmith's kiln and 
parquetry flooring from the old Manly Ballroom. The roof of the home 
holds 30 tonnes of gravel, providing year round insulation and acting as 
an oversized garden bed. The established gardens were created to be 
self-sustaining and the overall effect is somewhat tranquil; almost like a 
rainforest, tucked in among the mountains and perched alongside a dam 
complete with wooden jetty and bridge. 

All this came close to being lost in the October 201 3 bushfires which 
crowned just 50 metres away from Yarrabee. On that terrible day, Shane 
had gone home for a rest after working double RFS shifts. At around 2pm 
he awoke with an uneasy feeling, to see the fire crowning just across from 
the family home. With no electricity or mobile reception, Shane planned 
to stay and fight, taking refuge under a dinghy in the dam if need be. 
Fortunately a TV crew drove down the driveway at just the right time 
and was able to send for help. After the fires had passed, the Bilpin RFS 
enjoyed some non-alcoholic Hillbilly cider while swapping stories of the 
day. 

Creating something unique to a region, which locals can be proud 
of, and which helps bring people of all ages together is special. And to 
be able to do it in a way which embraces the farmers who worked to 
provide the produce is typical of mountain living. Less about cider and 
more about the community, Tessa and Shane can be proud of what they 
have achieved.

Three days of music from some of 


the country best performers will visit 


Bathurst for what is sure to be a hit. 


B athurst has played host to the Inland Sea of Sound Festival since 
201 0 and this year the three day music festival will be held on 
iconic Mount Panorma Wahluu. The festival will feature a Wiradyuri 
Welcome to Country followed by three days of exceptional music from 
leading local, national and international musicians encompassing a broad 
range of musical styles all accompanied by local food and wine. 

Headlining the festival is Australia's most beloved, respected and 
admired Aboriginal artists Archie Roach and his band. A singer, 
songwriter, storyteller and guitarist, Archie survived a turbulent 
upbringing to develop into a powerful voice for Indigenous Australians, 
a storyteller in the tradition of his ancestors, and a nationally popular 
and respected artist. Born at Framlingham Aboriginal mission in South 
Western Victoria, Archie was forcibly removed from his family as part of 
the Stolen Generation of Aboriginal children. This heartbreaking journey 
is told in Archie's much loved song TookThe Children Away. Archie's life 
journey, from institutions to homelessness and alcoholism, has fuelled a 
life of prolific song writing. His albums have won many awards; his debut 
album Charcoal Lane was the first time a songwriter was a recipient of 
the national Human Rights award, while also achieving gold status in 
Australia. Archie has toured, collaborated and performed with artists 
including Paul Kelly, Billy Bragg, Tracy Chapman, Bob Dylan and Patti 
Smith. Archie lost his life partner and collaborator Ruby Hunter in 201 0. 
Theirs was one of the great romances and creative partnerships, and 
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their songs are deeply loved in the Aboriginal community. His song Took 
the Children Away was added to the National Film and Sound Archive's 
Sounds of Australia registry in 201 3. Also in 201 3 he won a Deadly Award 
for Lifetime Contribution to Healing the Stolen Generations as well as for 
Album of the Year. This year, Archie was honoured in the Queen's Birthday 
Honours list, as a Member of the Order of Australia (AM), for services to 
music as a singer-songwriter, guitarist and a prominent supporter of 
social justice. 

Also performing will be folk favourites Kate Fagan and Jason Walker. 
Kate is a poet and musician who comes from a family of folk singers and 
is strongly influenced by traditional ballads. Kate has said that, whether 
she writes songs or poems, she feels the same need to create a lyrical 
work, and that, to her, "lyricism is a heightened awareness of the music 
of relations between things". She has published numerous poems in 
journals and several collections. It has been said of her poetry that it is 
characterised by a fractured language which incorporates the variety of 
everyday experience, and reflects the way the mind uses language to 
assimilate that experience. Jason Walker, a stalwart of blues and roots 
festivals nationwide has earned accolades for his albums Ashes and Wine, 
the captivating, blurry Ceiling Sun Letters. 

Nancy Bates and Robert K Champion will also take to the stage at this 
year's Inland Sea of Sound Festival bringing with them their own unique 
sound and vibe. Nancy Bates is a Barkindji woman from Far Western

New South Wales who is fast becoming part of the national Aboriginal 
music community having completed a 201 2 season as a member of 
Archie Roach's Into the Bloodstream Gospel Choir and many solo gigs 
to great acclaim since. Robert, a Gubrun, Kokatha and Miming man, is 
an accomplished musician who has created his own genre of music - 
ballodic music - a combination of country ballads and melodic songs. 
Within this genre, Robert has become well known as a beautiful composer 
of haunting guitar music and moving vocals. 

Bringing their hefty swag of alternative country music will be Rory Ellis 
and Andrew Toner. Rory is known as a highly charismatic songwriter with 
six nationally and internationally acclaimed albums, and a voice that will 
command the hair on your arms to stand up.

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As Bicentenary celebrations continue in 
Bathurst, the town is in the spotlight again, 
as the setting for a ripping new yarn by 
Orange author Kim Kelly. 


A S Australia's first inland settlement, Bathurst has 
always had an important place in history. Yet as 
far as ticking the boxes for a romantic murder 
mystery, its new territory for the farming community. 

Kim, who lives down the road in Orange, has chosen 
Bathurst and Hill End in which to set a turn of the 
century page turner called Paper Daisies. 

"It's a tale of murder and misogyny set in 1 901 
in Bathurst and Hill End, against the backdrop of 
Federation and the coming of the women's vote," 
explains Kim, who also goes by the name of Kim Swivel. 

Kim publishes under the pen name Kim Kelly, 
a tribute to her maternal relatives, but is also the 
esteemed book editor Kim Swivel. 

In her latest book, the heroine, a young Sydney 
University medical student, Beryida Jones, must free 
herself and her sister Greta from their controlling 
and sadistic uncle, Alec Howell. Just as their situation seems hopeless, 
two strangers wander into their world - Ben Wilberry, a botanist who's 
looking for a particular native paper daisy, and his friend, the artist Cosmo 
Thompson - and they change the stakes for all. 

"As much as it's a story that explores a terrible entrapment and a crime 
that must be committed to see justice done, inside it, as truth unfolds so 
does a sweet romance, like the petals of a flower given sun." 

Fortunately it's all pure fiction, with Kim's own background and 
experience of living in the Central West a far happier story. 

From an early age, Kim had a fairly idyllic childhood in the eastern 
suburbs of Sydney, where she was surrounded by books. Her father was an 
English and History teacher and the family home, although humble, was 
always filled with reading material. 

"Suspense thrillers sat happily beside Dickens, Spike Milligan snuggled 
by Shakespeare, and Frank Hardy rubbed shoulders with Patrick White. My 
father adored poetry; my mother devoured every page-turning thing. I was 
also very lucky that my maternal grandparents, the Kellys, lived with us - I 
loved losing time in my grandfather's Readers Digest "How To" books when 
I was small, and my grandmother in particular was a quietly fabulous teller 
of tales." 

Although her Dad gave her the joy of words, her mum gave her a solid 
work ethic. "It's great to dream, but you've got to do the hard yards if you're 
going to succeed at anything." 

As a well known book editor in Australian publishing, and four time 
author, it comes as a surprise to learn that Kim worked in banking and legal 
fields for many years before finding publishing. 

This in despite the fact that Kim had always wanted to write and started 
what would be her first novel in Year 5, a 'hilariously terrible' tome called 
'House of Horrors', that was abandoned after three pages. 

"I'd always wanted to write, but that dreamy 1 2-year-old lost confidence 
in young adulthood and it took me a while to regain it. I was 35 and the 


mother of two boys before I picked up that dream again 
- and finally began to really try to write that novel I 
knew was there." 

Although both of her parents sadly passed away 
before Kim became a published author, they were 
immensely proud when Kim become a Book Editor 
in the 1990s. While many dream of writing a great 
Australian novel, few succeed. Kim credits her literary 
success partly to her background in the industry. 

"There is no doubt in my mind that working as a book 
editor was fundamental to building my confidence 
and sparking my imagination. I met all kinds of authors 
and read manuscripts of all flavours, and in doing so I 
learned so much about the craft of story-telling. More 
and more, I began to think: maybe I can do this too. 
When I was ready to submit my first manuscript to 
publishers, I also knew how to present it and who in the 
industry to send it to. But I was still as terrified in doing this as any other 
writer - maybe more so, in a way, as my reputation among colleagues was 
on the line"Working in other industries has helped broaden her novels. 

While admitting she always knew she would make a terrible lawyer, "I'm 
far too emotional and have no poker face", little snippets of the law have 
slipped into my novels. 

Exposure to the worlds of finance and law also raised her appreciation 
of social justice issues, which help drive her writing. 

Yet for Paper Daisies, set in 1 901 , Kim couldn't avoid spending many 
hours at the library to make sure her facts were right. 

"Although I'll always refer to the historical record to make sure facts are 
right, I spend a lot of time inside the newspapers of the day to research all 
of my novels. They give such bright insights into the times, from the kinds 
of wine one might have drunk with dinner, to the brand of jam one my 
buy." 

She found one article that beautifully outlined the daily life of a female 
university student, another revealed the botanical names of flowers as 
they were known a hundred years ago in journals such as Australian Town 
& Country. 

Kim found photographic research enormously useful too, allowing a 
glimpse of the streets and fashions and landscapes as they were then. 

"But I don't do a huge amount of research before beginning a story 
- just enough to set a vague timeline - as I enjoy the serendipity of 
discovering the worlds of my characters along the way." 

Throughout the writing process Kim also worked in her role as a book 
editor, making the challenge quite difficult. 

"I can't work on others' stories when I'm wrapped up inside one of my 
own, and vice versa. I give over my whole heart and mind to whatever 
narrative is on my table. And yes, sometimes that means I'm a bit of a 
lights-on-nobody-home person for my family and friends when I'm really 
in the throes - and they laugh at me." 
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In terms of inspiration, Kim says its uncanny how she unwittingly 
returns to the classics which impressed her so deeply when she was 
young. Literary greats like Browning, Nietzsche, Dickens, Twain and 
Australia's Henry Lawson. 

With Paper Daisies out in bookstores, Kim now hopes to write more 
stories about Australia. 

"I want to keep writing stories about who we are, where we've come 
from - for as long as time allows. I love to touch dark or forgotten places 


of Australian history with love and light, to see things afresh." 

"We are so fortunate to live in such a truly lucky country, but it's a land 
of contradictions both in environment and people, from droughts and 
flooding rains, to our legendary fair go contrasted with a closed-shop 
mentality on certain things. Sometimes I feel like I've been given a huge 
and precious stone to work on, one I'm going to chip and polish forever 
and never complete, because my contribution is one among many - and 
that is just awesome." 




Dream 


Building a fashion dynasty may not be the 
easiest road to follow, but the Hines family 
of Bathurst are living the dream. 
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W hat do a nurse, a school teacher and a fashion designer have in 
common? Apart from being members of the same family, they 
share a unique set of skills that have already taken them far in 
the fickle world of fashion. 

For three and a half years, the Hines have designed, manufactured and 
sold there own unique brand of women's fashion. Belle Chemise. And the 
clothes, sold from their retail outlet in trendy Keppel Street Bathurst has 
proven a big hit with the locals. 

In 201 2, family matriarch Jean took the unprecedented step of throwing 
in her career in nursing and health care consulting to open her own 
{storejbusiness. On the surface it didn't seem that big of a step, until Jean 
announced she also wanted to design and make the clothes she would be 
selling. 

If this all sounds a little crazy, Jean had daughter Amelia firmly in mind 
when planning her big career move. 

Daughter Amelia left home at the age of 20 to study fashion design 
at the East Sydney Fashion Design School. While there she excelled in 
the creation of exceptionally beautiful garments for women of all ages. 
Amelia suspected talent alone would not be enough to build a career and 
pursued further studies in business and marketing before spending many 
years selling other people's designs through retail outlets. Those years 
gave Amelia a thorough appreciation of what women were looking for 
while clothes shopping and Amelia eventually established her own small 
business as a designer of swimwear. 

When Jean rang talked to her daughter about her proposal in 201 2, she 
immediately jumped at the idea. Although certain she could do the job, she 
was equally confident in her mum's abilities. 

"Mum started making clothes for herself, family and friends from the 
age of 8. Although she qualified as a registered nurse and has worked as a 
clinician, teacher, researcher and academic, an enduring theme in her life 
has always been design and creativity," says Amelia. 

"Nursing has helped her to communicate well with people and to try to 
understand their needs and wants. Starting this business later in her life 
means that she brings a whole breadth experience from travels, education, 
raising a family and generally celebrating life." 

The recent addition of Mark, Jean's husband and Amelia's father, has 
made it a truly family business. After 27 years teaching at the prestigious All 
Saints' College in Bathurst, Mark decided to bring his keen sense of humour 
into the family business. In addition to offering uniquely male observations 
to the overwhelming female clientele, Mark says he also gets the chance 
to catch up with many of his former students and their families when they 
come in for a browse. 

Son Rowles Rowls, a Sydney based musician, has yet to join the family 
team as an employee a participant, but has given countless words of 
encouragement to his family over the phone. He is there in spirit, if not as a 
foot soldier. 

With her flamboyant dress style, addiction to shoes and ever changing 
hair styles, Jean is instantly recognisable as the face of Belle Chemise, often 
striding seen up and down Keppel Street in her bold and vibrant designs. 

But it's not all work and no play, as demonstrated when Jean and Mark 
went on a working holiday to Europe this May. The two visited iconic 
locations such a fashion parades at Galleries Lafayette, The Galliera Fashion 
museum which staged a brilliant exhibition of the work of Jeanne Lanvin, 
and a Christian Dior retrospective exhibition for inspiration. They also spent 
some time soaking up the style and atmosphere in Paris and regional 
centres more similar to Bathurst. 

The holiday also brought back fond memories for Jean and Mark, who 
met one another in the transit lounge at Copenhagen, while returning back 
to Australia from separate trips to Europe. Born and educated in London, 


Jean migrated to Australia after she completed registered nurse training in 
her early 20s. 

Mark, originally a country boy from Quirindi NSW, attended Waverly 
College Sydney, before going on to Macquarie University. Interestingly, 
he later took a course in Holocaust Studies at Yad Vashem University in 
Jerusalem. But it took a chance encounter in Scandinavia for both Mark and 
Jean to end up together - in Bathurst. 

Although their lives are now bound together in the Central West , an area 
more famed for farming than fashion, Jean's love of Europe is fed by the 
countless fashion journals she and her daughter subscribe to. 

"We have an extensive library of resources, but at the end of the day, it's 
pointless if no one wants it." 

"Fashion designer Michael Kors has two main guiding principles. The first 
is to always meet and talk with your customers, and the second is that "with 
fashion, unless it ends up on someone's back what is the point?" 

"In keeping with these principles we always strive to 'keep it real' in terms 
of style, fit and also price point." 

Three and a half years in business have taught the Hines family to listen 
very carefully to the needs and desires of their customers and retailers. In 
addition to selling their designs through their own premises. Belle Chemise 
is stocked at over 30 retail outlets. 

"We ask ourselves the questions would we wear it, would it fit and flatter 
a number of shapes and sizes, is it going to be affordable to produce and is 
it on trend for this or next season?" 

Not surprisingly, one of the biggest challenges so far has been the 
manufacture of garments. The need to make at least some of the clothes in

the third world makes for a Herculean effort, with language and distance 
not the least of hurdles faced. 

"We do some manufacturing in Sydney and are looking to develop this 
more," explains Jean. "We also manufacture in a fair trade factory in Vietnam 
and the quality control is amazing there. We have visited the factory of on 
many occasions, at least twice a year, and are confident that the staff are 
treated and paid well." 

With horror stories of fashion sweat shops in the third world, it would 
have been one hurdle too many if they could not find a reputable 
manufacturer, but on this count they have been blessed. 

In the spirit of regional enterprise, all of Belle Chemises designs are drawn 
in Bathurst NSW and the fit models they use to try on the clothes are real 
women, not runway size models. Sizes range from 1 0-24 and the boutique 
also supports some other Australian fashion labels in store. 

Although there is no shortage of women's clothing shops in the region, 
Jean and Amelia really believe they are designing unique, fresh, quality 
clothes that modern Australian women want.

There's something eerily beautiful about a full 
moon reflected on this stretch of the Hawkesbury, 
according to owners John and Marina. 
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L ike many husbands before him, John had no intention of leaving the 
suburbs to live in a rural 'backwater' But that was before he visited a 
little old cottage perched quietly above the Hawkesbury River, and 
changed his mind right away.

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T he Central West may have its up and down moments when it 
comes to the drought, but business is bright for Dean and Anne 
Fredericksen, who have just listed their property Marley for sale to 
finance an even bigger venture. 

With 100 improved acres, Marley, six kilometres out of Orange is hardly 
small. And the family home, an alpine inspired energy efficient modern 
family home, built just nine years ago for the family of five, is still almost 
new. 

But Dean, a Consulting Geologist has a dream to build a bigger 
commercial beef breeding enterprise and has run out of space on the 
family farm. And that means Marley, also known as Dalwhinnie Angus Stud, 
is up for sale. 

The beautiful family home with views to Mount Canobolas was 
completed in 2006 by Brett Dunbar Building services. The inspiration for the 


house was an alpine style designed for a modern busy farming family with 
space to study and entertain, but with the ability to be sectioned off for 
privacy when needed. 

While Dean and Anne supplied many ideas to the firm Craig Mckinnon 
Design, the ultimate idea was to incorporate energy efficiency where 
possible. They particularly wanted to ensure heating and cooling by natural 
sources, and designed the house to capture the views of the property and 
Mt Canobolas to the West. 

The house has large north facing double glazed windows and a pair 
of double brick walls and thickened concrete slabs to act as heat sinks to 
maintain warmth in the winter and cooling in the summer. 

The kitchen was designed and built by Zylem Kitchens, and makes use of 
interesting features. In addition to granite, the couple used Jarrah left 
over from the renovation of a verandah a previous house and timber 
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from the old Orange Saleyards were used by Zylem Kitchens to make an 
additional benchtop for the study. 

Blackbutt timber was chosen for the floors throughout the main 
communal areas and kitchen and premium Australian made carpets feature 
throughout the bedrooms and lounge. 

There is a separate upstairs Parents Retreat - Large Bedroom, Ensuite, 
Walk in Robe, Office and own Covered balcony overlooking the garden and 
farm. 

Ducted Reverse cycle Cooling Heating is supplemented by a cosy 
woodfire. 

A large covered outdoor entertaining area greets visitors with direct 
access to the Chefs Kitchen. 

The garden was carefully planned by Sarah Hoskins of Caledonian 
Landscapes. 

Dean says most people in the farming community know of the property 
by its business name, Dalwhinnie Angus Stud and not its original name, 
Marley. 

Dalwhinnie is not a bred of cattle, but the name of a small village high in 
the northern Scottish Grampians Mountains, famous as a meeting place of 
drovers and the sight of a popular whiskey distillery. 

Dean and Anne's interest in agriculture goes back to their roots in 
New Zealand. Dean worked extensively on sheep and cattle properties 
in NZ before becoming a geologist and the couple worked together in 
shearing sheds to fund their university studies. Given an extensive period 
as a shearer. Dean loves farming and always believed that when the right 
opportunity came along he would get back on the land and start his own 
cattle stud. 

The couple relocated to Orange in 2004 with big ambitions that have 
come to fruition. 

"Our primary reason for selling the property is the purchase of a larger 


farm to grow our Angus cattle breeding business. We have run out of room," 
explains Dean. 

"We currently run 30 stud breeding cows and up to 20 young bulls on 
the 1 00 acres, plus a further 30 -40 breeders and young stock on a 250 acre 
lease block." 

Anne, a teacher librarian at St Mary's Primary School, was recognised 
for her green thumb early on and nominated as the school's Stephanie 
Alexander Garden Teacher. It's a talent she has replicated at home, with 
an extensive vegetable patch, berry patch and orchard. There's also an 
extensive chicken run as the couple have a side hobby rearing 

Wyndotte and Barnvelder chooks. 

The promise of a bigger farm is helping keeping the couple's grown up 
children in the area. Eldest daughter Kristen has a natural love of agriculture 
and animals and is in her 4th year of veterinary science degree, middle 
daughter Holly has started a law and international relations degree and 
Taine will spend a year working on their new property before beginning his 
further studies. 

The couple say that Orange has been an excellent place to raise a family 
with fantastic educational, sporting and cultural opportunities. 

"We are country people at heart but Orange offers a great blend between 
the rural lifestyle and city amenities." 

The children have grown up with great diversity in thought and all have 
been blessed to find work in various casual hospitality related jobs in the 
Orange area in between studies. 

It's an association they hope to continue for many more years as they 
move on to bigger and better things.

1 . Add the flour to a large bowl making a well in the middle. Add the 
yeast, half the water, sugar and table salt. Using a fork gradually bring the 
flour from the outside of the bowl into the middle and mix until you form 
a stodgy consistency. Add the remaining water and combine well using 
your hands. 

2. Turn the dough onto a well-floured surface and knead for 5-1 0 minutes. 
Form a ball and place the dough into an oiled, flour dusted bowl and 
cover with a damp tea towel for one hour or until it has doubled in size. 

3. Using your fist, knock the air out of the dough and turn onto a floured 


surface, kneading until smooth and elastic, approximately 3-5 minutes. 

4. Roll the dough into a rectangle measuring roughly 40 x 24cm. Brush 
the dough with the Anathoth Farm Sweet Chilli Relish and sprinkle with 
feta and mozzarella cheese. 

5. LOAF: Trim the edges, discarding any scraps, to make straight sides 
along the rectangle. Using a sharp knife, cut the rectangle into 4, long, 
equal strips.

Using a sharp knife, 
make a long cut up the centre of the roll, leaving, approximately 3-5cm 
uncut at the top. Plait the two lengths together, pinching the ends to seal 
and place onto the prepared tray. Lightly cover the pan with a dry tea 
towel and let it prove for 1 hour. 

7. Preheat a fan forced oven to 200°C, and bake for 1 5-20 minutes, or until 
golden brown and slightly springy to touch. 

B.AIlow to cool for 5 minutes, remove from tray, and serve with butter 
and additional Anathoth Farm Sweet Chilli Relish.

Fennel seed is a spice that often divides people, as it has a strong 
aniseed fl avour. The fresh fennel bulb also has a very overpowering fl 
avour, but when roasted it becomes sweet and mellow. I love adding 
spices before it's roasted to give some depth and then tossing it through 
greens while it's still warm for a pick-me-up salad, 
serves 4 

Prep times minutes 
Cook time around 30 minutes 


Preheat the oven to 200°C/400°F/Gas Mark 6. Put the fennel slices in a 
roasting tray and drizzle over half the oil. Rub them with the cumin seeds 
and turmeric and then add the garlic cloves. Roast for 
25 minutes until the fennel is lightly golden brown at the edges. Remove 
from the oven and allow to cool a little. 

In the meantime, blanch the green beans by cooking them in a saucepan 
of boiling water with the lemon rind. Cook for 2 minutes before draining 
and plunging them into ice-cold water to keep their 
vibrant green colour. Discard the lemon rind. 

Toss the green beans together with the spring onions, chilli, 
spinach and mint in a bowl. 

When cool enough to handle, squeeze the roasted garlic cloves out of 
their skins and roughly chop them before adding them to the salad with 
the warm fennel. Drizzle over the remaining oil and lemon juice, then 
taste and season with salt accordingly, before serving sprinkled with the 
toasted sesame seeds, if you wish.

6 cherry tomatoes, cut in half juice of Vi lemon, or to taste 

good pinch of salt, or to taste lots of chopped fresh coriander, to 

1 tsp sugar, or to taste garnish 

Gently boil the lentils in a large saucepan of cold water (around 1 litre 
/I % pints will do) and stir in the turmeric and black cardamom pods (if 
using) - this will add a subtle smoky flavour. Allow to cook for around 
45 minutes, or until the lentils have softened and started to break down. 
Skim off any foam that sits on the top and give the lentils a stir every now 
and again in case they begin to stick on the bottom. If they boil dry, add 
more water. 

Once the lentils have softened, turn down the heat and make the tadka. 
Gently heat the oil in a frying pan and add the cinnamon sticks, green 
cardamom pods and cloves. When the cardamoms have turned white and 
the heads of the cloves have swollen, you are ready to stir in the mustard 
and cumin seeds. When they are sizzling, stir in the spring onions, chillies, 
garlic and ginger. 

After a minute, stir through the tomatoes and turn off the heat. Pour the 
tadka into the dhal so that it floats on top. This is the traditional way to 
serve it, with the scented oil sitting on top, but I prefer to stir it through. 
Season with salt, sugar and lemon juice. 

Finally, stir through plenty of chopped fresh coriander and serve with 
some rice or fresh bread for the ultimate comfort food. 


This is probably the most famous lentil dish coming out of India - yellow 
lentils tempered with spices and the usual holy trinity of garlic, ginger 
and chilli. It has always been a favourite of mine and it would grace our 
family dinner table at least once a week when I was growing up. There are 
lots of different recipes for flavouring the oil (tadka), so play around with 
your spice pantry and see what you come up with. If you haven't got half 
of these spices, then don't worry; just add a tablespoon of your favourite 
spice paste and it will taste just as delicious. 

MY SECRET 

When I'm tired I crave dhal - it's like a hug in a bowl. To bulk it out and 
make it more of a meal, I stir through some fresh greens such as spinach 
or watercress - a great way to use up old veg. 


300g (1 0y2oz) dried toor dhal 
(yellow lentils/yellow split peas), 
washed in several changes of water 

1 tsp ground turmeric 

2 black cardamom pods (optional) 

3 tbsp vegetable oil 
2 cinnamon sticks 

4 green cardamom pods 
6 cloves 


2 tsp black mustard seeds 

1 tsp cumin seeds 

2 spring onions, finely sliced 

2-3 chillies, any colour, deseeded 
if you don't like it fiery, some 
chopped and the rest left whole 

2 fat garlic cloves, finely chopped 

1 tbsp peeled and finely chopped 
fresh root ginger

Remodelling 


H ave you ever looked into your jewellery box and wondered ^ 
what to do with all of your old jewellery?

Sentiment 

Sometimes when re-designing a very sentimental 
piece, clients will be inclined to try and keep the design 
as close to the original one as possible. There is nothing wrong with this, 
sometimes a simple change of colour of the metal or tweak here or there 
can make the world of difference however sometimes the motivation 
behind this can be to try and 'honour' the memories of the original piece.

K ia's baby Picanto is being prepared to join the Aussie family by early next year. 
Expectation is that Picanto will be launched as a single specification 
5-door model with the 1 .2-litre engine coupled to a four-speed automatic. 
Indicative price is $14,990 which will allow Picanto to provide a starting-point 
introduction to the Kia family with logical steps to Rio, Cerato and Optima in the 
passenger car range. 

The Picanto will benefit from a 7-year warranty with 7-year capped price 
servicing and 7-year roadside assist. 
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Moving Along 

I ntroducing the all-new Renault Trafic (that's right, spelt with one'f') 
the mid-sized van — the one that slots in between the small Renault 
Kangoo and larger Renault Master. It is the latest release from Europe's 
No. 1 supplier of light commercial vehicles and available locally from 
Anniyn Renault in Penrith. 

Trafic comes in two sizes; the standard wheelbase (SWB) and bigger 
long wheelbase (LWB).The difference, by the way, is an extra 400mm in 
both wheelbase and overall length for the LWB, which translates to an 
extra 0.8 cubic metres of space and a 37 kilogram payload increase. 

Trafic also comes with the choice of two engine sizes. The entry-level 
R9M 408 is a 1 .6 litre diesel with single turbocharger that develops 66 
kilowatts at 3500rpm and 260 Newton metres of torque at ISOOrpm 
which makes the higher spec R9M 450, with two turbochargers,1 03 
kilowatts and 340 Newton metres an absolute powerhouse - in purely 
relative terms, that is. 

A roughly one third power and torque increase for a roughly one third 
improvement in performance. The single turbo van runs 0-1 OOkm/h 
in 1 5.9 seconds and the twin-turbo in 1 0.8 seconds (that's better 
acceleration than many road cars) without any increase in fuel or carbon 
dioxide output. . .that has got to be a bonus. Both vans are rated at 1 235 
kilograms so the extra power and torque will be appreciated. 

The twin turbo models also feature automatic dusk sensing headlights, 
windscreen wipers and fog lights as well as reverse parking sensors and a 
rearview camera. 

Also appreciated is the load box, not just for its capacity but also for its 
interior sizing. 

In Trafic's case it is 1 662mm at its widest point, dropping to 1 268mm 
between wheel arches and kicking out to 1 391 mm at the door opening 
point (barn style rear doors, too, for ease of operation including getting a 
forklift in at load/unload time). 

Door openings are generous; the side doors measure 907mm wide and 
1 284mm high and the rears 1 391 mm wide and 1 320 high with a 552mm 
loading sill height. 

The Trafic van has seating for three with the backrest of the middle seat 
folding to form a tray table/desk complete with clipboard holder and a 
universal mobile phone holder mounted high on the dashboard. 

All this and backed by Renault's 3 year warranty, 3 year roadside 

assist and capped price maintenance service for the first 3 scheduled 
services. Overall, this Trafic is a good thing with its gutsy engine, smooth 
operation and surprisingly good ride and handling characteristics.
